It points out that the ocean transit 
time average for freight between 
Charieston and Havana, Cuba, is one 
to two days less than it is between 
New York and Havana, and two and 
a half days less between Charleston 
and Kobe, Japan, than it is between 
New York and Kobe. It grants that 
the ocean transit time ,average for 
freight between Charleston and Lon- 
don, Antwerp, or Bremen is a day and 
a half more than it is between New 
York and those European ports, but it 
adds this arresting statement: 
“The arrival of cars in Charleston 
receiving yards means practically the 
arrival at shipside warehouse or 
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of break-up yards. The time until the 
cars are unloaded at the wharf or ware- 
house doors varies from 20 minutes to 
one hour compared with a day and a 
half or two days at a northern port.”

FALLEN ARCHES. 

W. J. writes: My daughter is 11 years 
old, rather large for her age, very ac- 
tive, a good swimmer and a véry good 
dancer, and we have always been care- 
ful about her habits and diet. Last 
July she Was operated on for appendi- 
citis, came through in fine shape, but 
within a week or two after ‘she started 
to walk around again, developed a. sore- 
ness in the bottom of her feet°which at 
first was thought to be a stone bruise 
from walking around the yard without ~ 
shoes. Later it was thought her arches 
were starting to slip. Her feet were 
bandaged for three weeks and she then 
wore arch supports and high shoes. Her 
improvement is not satisfactory. 

What exercises would you advise to 
strengthen the arch and what other sug- 
gestions have you to offer? While she 
apparently is getting better slowly, we 
dislike to see the trouble hang on so 
long. ._We have allowed her to eat but 
very little meat and sweets, 

REPLY: 

I doubt if the trouble is fallen arches. I 
think a careful examination would show the 
arches to be normal and rheumatism or neu- 
ritis 40 be the cause of the trouble. 

If it is decided that she has fallen arches 
or weak feet, the feet should not be ban- 
daged nor should arch supports be worn as 
a cure. Going barefoot is an excellent treat- 
ment.

Sees Party's Doom if It 


Refuses to Aid West. 


BY PHILIP KINSLEY. 
Frank O. Lowden in an interview 
yesterday discussed the major ques- 
tion of policy which the Republican 
party leaders must decide at the Kan- 
gas City convention next June. 

This is of course in his opinion, the 
agrarian issue, a division which has 
been simmering deep within the ranks 
of the party since the days of Mc- 
Kinley, now brought to its acid test in 
the theory of the McNary-Haugen 
farm relief bill. 

That it will be a fateful decision for 
the party is the belief of Mr. Lowden, 
who, without having made a campaign 
in any sense, has been pressed into 
the leadership of the agrarian forces 
ready the pledges of about 160 dele- 
gates to the national convention.

INVENTIVE COOKERY. 


E MUST say it: Necessity is the mother of invention. And 
such a mother that a man loves her even if she be but 


“mother-in-law, In “ Sketches in Prison Camps,” by Charles’ 


_C, Nott, late colonel of the 176th New York Volunteers, 
there is a long story of inventing a real dinner where it was 
almost more like making bricks: without straw than many other 
cases one may find in print. The Colonel had, before the civil 


war, known his Saratoga and Newport, and many other societies - 
where good cooking prevailed. This helped him greatly. 


Of the prison life he says: “ Eating cantinued to be the chief 
passion of our lives.” (It is likely to be when people 
have almost nothing to eat.) “ Whatever could be 
we bought. Our stoves ran literally night and day in baking hard- 
tack; and we, duly instructed by a professional cracker baker, 
pounded dough till our arms ached.” : 

Living on such fare, and particularly on “dodgers,” these 
hungry men determine to give a dinner, and from the country about 
get one pumpkin, one poor chicken, and a few dried peaches and 
some sumach. “ All that day we were engaged, like Count Rum- 
ford, on a series of scientific experiments closely allied to the art 
of cookery. When night came we had fought our way over all 
obstacles, and were able to announce that the dinner would come 
off and should be a success.” 

There was soup or “ scouse” made mainly of beef bones 
cooked thirty-six hours and thickened with sweet potatoes, @ 
chicken pie, vegetables made out of the pumpkin, cranberry 
sauce made of dried peaches, and sumach, and a cake with imita- 
tion currant jelly, via the sumach and, finally, coffee, with four 


hours of sitting over the table, as at any respectable dinner party. 


In order to fill the milk pan in which the chicken pie was 
baked, they chopped up their one poor fowl, bones and all, and 
ly with chopped confederate beef. And here is 
what there is about the cranberry sauce in that confederate prison 
in Texas: “ The cranberry satice was more difficult and involved 
repeated experiments. F — a hahdful of dried peaches was 
chopped up, so that when cooked the pieces would appear about 
the size of cranberries. To get rid of their peach flavor, we soaked 
them and boiled them’ and drained the water off, and then cooked 
them slightly in a decoction of sumach, and added sugar in the 
ustial way. Although everybody must have known that there 
were no cranberries in Texas, yet no one dared to question the 
reality of this dish. It was not cranberry, but it was so like cran- 


- berry that they could not imagine what else it could be, and feared 


to betray their ignorance.”

weveral ways. 
Wine Seasonings. 


It has been rather conclusively 
Proven that the alcohol or spirit of 
brandy is dissipated by cooking tem- 
peratures as by fire, but of course we 
may immediately think of the spiced 
Wines. However, these were not sub- 
jected to any such heat as a cake with 
Wine flavor, yet sauces on the other 
hand are made at the lower or spiced 
wine temperature. 

' Today there are imported red and 
White wines and sherry heavily salted. 
These are used in meat cookery—I have 


not tried them—and cost $1.65 a wine 
bottle. Some of our soy sauces are 


salt, perhaps these are made on 
that idea, but whether they are satu- 
rated or pot I do not know. | 


The salted wines answer only for 
seasoning meats, while rot omif tor 
essences or jellies are on sale for 
flavoring sweet Sauces. One of therm 
does something that is acceptable to 
a Nesselrode pudding—rum, you know, 
was imperative for that, once—but 
the other flavors seém to me washed 


out. 
Oxtall Cookery. 

The following statement from “The 

clopedia of Practica! Cookery ”’ 
{English}, suggests that if we could 
find a good Huguenot cook book we 
might really learn how to make the 
best and finest use of this humble 
meat: “Kettner informs us that the 
Oxtall in which we now take a national 
Pride was originally Huguenot, ‘and 
we learned the taste for it from the 
poor Protestant refugees who settled 
about Bermondsey. In this region of 
the tanners there is, or Was, a place 
known as the Borgeney—Petty Bur- 
gundy. The Huguenots, when they 
saw oxhides abounding about them, 
thought they could make something of 
the tails, which were then sold with 
the hides, They make an excellent 
soup. 

“A philanthropist who happened to 
be a lover of good cheer was in the 
habit of visiting the homes of the 
poor Frenchmen here at Spitalfields 
and Petty Burgundy. In Petty Bur- 
gundy he came upon the oxtail soup, 
which opened his eyes; and he then 
made such proclamation of the good- 
ness of it that it became in course of 
time a fashionable dish.” ' 

Following this introduction there is 
a recipe for boiled oxtails—with butter, 
onions, carrots, turnips, flour to 
thicken the gravy, all with slow cook- 


ing—for braised oxtail with chestnut 


puree—fat bacon is in this case the fat 
used to modify or mollify or unflatten 
the ox fat, and white wine is called 
for. Other recipes here are for broiled 
oxtails, curried oxtail, fried oxtail, 
haricot of oxtail, oxtail soup—five long 
Ones are under phis head—and stewed 
oxtail: Preceding this section is the 
subtitle “ox-pith” and after it this: 
“The marrow taken from the spinal 
column. See Amourettes.” 
Amourettes. 

And of course we rushed to see 
Amourettes, which literally means in 
French “little loves.” And what we 
learned was that “ this term is applied 
to small garnishes made from the 
spinal marrow of beef, veal or mut- 
ton.” It tells how to prepare them and 

there is also a long recipe with a pic- 
iture for “ Timbales of Amourettes Old 
n Style.” 

e thought there would surely be 
oxtail recipes in the Great Francatelli’s 
cookbook, dédicated to an earl, by one 
who had been a pupil of the most fa- 
mous cook ever—the celebrated Ca- 
réme—and “ chief cook to her majesty, 
Victoria, queen of England.” But here 
are no oxtail recipes, though there are 
three for oxpiths which Francatelli 
does not define as amourettes, but in 
a note says: “ The pith consists of the 
spinal marrow, which is more general- 
ly taken from sides of beef; that taken 
from veal and mutton is also occa- 

sionally used.”’ 


Francatelli also has recipes tor cook- 
ing ox/ cheek, ox palates and ox 
tongues. Most of these recipes are 


elaborate ‘and what no plain cook 
would essay. 


Mrs, Beeton'’s Oxtails. 


Next we resort to the complete Mrs. 
Beeton—the book weighs five and one- 


‘Quarter pounds—with the hopes of 


finding out something about’ the uses 
of “fashionable oxtail,” but though 
she has five recipes for a soup of this 
meat, she gives us in the line of his- 
tory only’'a little talk .about the ox, 
which she says is an “ ungulated rumi- 
nant,” and also includes the cow in 
thie category. She says the Egyp- 
tions had prize oxen and mentions the 
fact that the ox forms one of the signs 
of the zodiac, from which fact I am 
sure there is a long tale. And it seems 
there is a breed of cattle in England 
supposed to be descendants of Urus or 
“ mountain bull,” which inhabited the 
forest districts of Britain at the time 
of the Romar invasion. / 


Mrs. Beeton always encloses the 
French names for oxtail soups in 
parentheses, after the English. For in- 
stance, one heading is like this: “ Clear 
oxtail soup. ([Fr.—Potage de Queue de 
Boeuf, clair.] and after one recipe has 
this note: “The larger pieces of tail 


should be reheated in brown sauce, 
or a good curry sauce, and served as 


a dish for luncheon.” 
Oxtail Becomes ‘asi tionable. 

Thudicum gives us some highly in- 
teresting matter about oxtails, first 
in his outline of what there is in 
& carcass of beef, or on. His book, 
“The Spirit ef Cookery,” wag written 
in 1895, and in this outline he says: 
“The tail of an ox is now an expen- 
sive piece, its meat being paid for 
at a higher rate than rumpsteak. In 
the beginning of the century the tail 
wus worth from sixpence to seven- 
pence only.” 

A young woman lately told me her 
cat's liver had gone up. She said 
she had not known that people ate 
beef liver, but the butcher said they 
were doing so, and you know we have 
gone more or less liver daffy. today, 
so it is interesting to find that Thu- 
dicum does not even mention beef 
liver, though he tells about the use 
of ox blood as food, ox brain which he 
says is not eaten, but I have known a 
woman, who was one of many, cooking 
it in our own South Dakota. He also 
includes feet, heart and kidneys. 


Thudicum is surely enlightening in 
the following: “‘ Oxtail soup derives its 
specificity from the pieces of oxtail 
which are cooked in it, and are to be 
served with it. Oxtail was the first 
ingredient in the old recipe for ju- 
lienne by Marc Heliot, cook of Louis 
XV. It is related that this soup was 
not known in England before the 
abrogation of the edict of Nantes, and 
that oxtails had little value. 


French Huguenot emigrés are said 
to have invented the soup; it has, 
however, become so popular that it is 
now considered a national English 
soup, and cannot any longer be cor

British sentiment puts Nurse Cavell in the spiritual sis- 
terhood of Joan of Arc: She was an icon, a totem, a symbol 
of Gevotion to the qualities which ‘justified the war as it was 
justified in war times for the British. Her charactef, the 
product of one nationality, and her execution, the act of 
another, to British sentiment indicated the humanitarian 
contrast and the meaning of the war to the world. It was all 
in one life. 3 

' To the Germans she was a woman who had violated a 
trust. As a nurse permitted within the German lines in Bel- 
gium she had abused this trust. She had hidden escaping 
prisoners and had aided in their escape into Holland. Thus 
she had opened leaks to the British intelligence service. She 
was a station of an underground railway. She was using the 
cover of a dispassionate neutrality and a compassionate hu- 
taanity to send soldiers out of an enemy country and its 
prison camps. Thus she was the possible means of commu- 
nication by which iAformation disclosing German plans might 
be transmitted. The Germans executed her. 


“To the British she was a nobility of feminine compas- ‘ 


sion. Wretched men crawled to her and she risked: her life 
for them. She was their escape from horrors. She gave her 
life to an ideal of humanity even greater than patriotism. 
And theré, for what it is worth, is the case of the compara- 
tive equities-of life. If a spy had passed out through Edith 
Cavell’s operation of an underground railroau a thousand 
German men might have lost their last chance of rejoining 
their families. What she saw were the refugees of catas- 
trophe hobbling back against odds. 

- The picture shows that as she is to be shot a German 
soldier feels that civilizing urge particularly in this war attrib- 
uted by *the British to themselves and defies his orders. 
He is shot down. Nurse Cavell has a spark of life after the 
squad fire. An officer with a pistol gives her the coup de 
grace, and Sir Austen Chamberlain decided that it will not 
do at all. In the spirit of Locarno he was probably right. 
But are people to be deprived of two of their most satisfying 


‘emotions because a foreign secretary concludes that these 


emotions are. dangerous? A well defined, tolerably well 
organized section of sociéty will indorse the suppression of 
such sentiments and of their incentives.

Hate is one of the least fallible emotions wf mankind. 
It never can be betrayed, as love and affection so often are, 
and a reasonable amount of it seems to be regarded as a 
spiritual vitamin. The other seeming necessity is a sense of 
superiority, moral if not physical, preferably both, but phys- 
ical better than moral. 

No nation sincerely feels that it gets much f r with 
distinctive pretensions to civilized culture, intelligence, hu- 
manity, and other conceded attributes of better human life 
than a grind in. college feels that he is competing success- 
fully among the sororities with the back field of the football 
team. 

In the United States the north sustained twenty-five 
years of social life and political action on a system of detesta- 
tion of the south and of the northern copperheads. If there.

The election of Cleveland revived the hatreds of the old die- 
hards and their emotions were the actual base of govern- 
ment for many years. 

In the south a detestation of the north has fixed a, 
political yprinciple so solidly that the electoral vote of the 
southern \states dan be counted ten years in advance of the 
presentation ef a candidate of the party of Lincoln and 
emancipation. That principle is operative now. 

After the revolution the American system of government 
got its direction from two hatreds, one of the federalists for 
France, one of the ublicans for Great’ Britain, and be- 
tween the two the republic: nearly wrecked itself before, by 
reason of the two, it found itself. Washington, Hamilton, 
John Adams, Marshall, etc., used hatred and fear of the 
French in the upper reaches of American society to 
strengthen and consolidate national government. Jefferson, 
Madison and their supporters used affection for the French 
and. hatred of the British to spread democracy and political 
equalitarianism and to drive out the federalists wifen they 
overreached themselves as they did in the alien and sedi- 
tidn acts. 
_ Animosities following wars or hanging over from them 
bave been exploited to great effect in American life to some 
good and some bad effect. at te | 

Mr. Kellogg cannot be imagined telling an American 
board of censors that a Nathan Hale film could not be distrib- 
uted in the United States because it might offend British sen- 
timent, and in the present naval dispute with the mistress of 
the it would be indiscreet to inflame American senti- 
ment a patriotic episode, even one 150 years old. Mr. 
Kellogg in his state of Minnesota has ten thousand lakes. 
He would be told to jump into all of them. 

Localities may bar a picture because they do not like it. 
Parts of the south didn’t want “The Clansman,” although 
it found sweetness and light on both sides of the controversy; 
but the only instance of government intervention here by act 
of congress to prevent an effect on popular opinion was that 
of stopping the distribution of the Jeffries-Johnson prize fight 
film because it might agitate race feeling.. 

When “ America,” the patriotic American film of the rev- 
olution, was exported to England it offended English senti- 
ments, as it would be expected to. A century-and a half 
had not so buried differences of opinion that they could not 
be put on edge by a moving picture. The British use of the 
Indian scalping knife did not agree with English conception 
of themselves, even 150 years back. , film was withdrawn, 
but nét at the suggestion of the Ameri state department 
The American producers export for profit and not for provo- 
cation. There wasn't any issue of starting another war but 
one of not irritating a market. 

When “Old Ironsides” wag made the producers kept 
their eyes on the international emotional gauge. The Consti- 
tutidn did not fight and defeat the Gueriese in this picture. 
It fought African pirates. That wa’ commercial forethought, 
not international prudence. | 

Diplomatic contro] of the films to support Locarno may 
be indicated for European statecraft, but Sir Austen’s refusal 
to permit the English people to see their own heroine was 
overturned by popular government.

Now diplomacy cannot 
suppress them to prevent the agitation of memories which

More than Pilots 
for Actidents 


aviators say 
they are tired of having all acci- 
dents blamed on pilots. They say 
it is usually a fault,in the air- 
plane that leads to disaster, : 
' Seldom, however, are they able to 
prove this the case. Often the pilots 
are killed and usually the machine is 
po damaged az to make it difficult to 
determine if there were a flaw. 

The latest protest against poor flying 
équipment is published in the Airship, 
a@ periodical devoted to flyers’ interests. 
It reviews a campaign by two promi- 
nent Paris newspapers against two big 
aviation firms whose airplanes were 
allegéd to be frequently to blame for 
disasters. 

One aspect of the agitation is with 
reference to supposedly bad treatment 
of the families of aviators killed on 
duty. In one case it was charged the 
airplane firm paid only part of the 
funeral expenses of one of its pilots 
killed testing an overhawed plane.

NE morning last week, one of 

the radio recipe ladies was tell- 

ing newly married housewives 

that, after two weeks of train- 

ing, they should have mother for din- 
ner: 

Has the radio come to cannibalism, 

among other things, my dear Watson? 

FOR THE life of us, we can’t under- 

stand why some radio stations still 

persist in dedgeating numbers to indi- 

vidual listeners and reading names 

and addresses. And if they must flat- 

ter an individual—who is only one ioto 


of a good station’s audience—by read- 
ing his name, then why add his place 
of residence. We can appreciategthe 
small selfish vanity there is in having 
one’s name read aloud over the radio, 
like having one’s self paged in a 
butcher shop, but what kind of human 
vanity"is it that is tickled by the 
widespread heralding of an address? 
Reading telegrams is a lame sta- 
tion’s way of artificially swelling its 
daily total of applause messages. Com- 
munications from the audience bear- 
ing words of praise, suggestion, and 
criticism are a radio station’s beacon 
lights, but the telegram racket is 
something else again. And if a sta- 
tion plays “request numbers,” that 
is a commendable practice, but ninety- 
nine out of every hundred requests 
insist that the name of the requestor 
be mentioned. The moment you in- 
form a requestor that his tune will be 
played—and gladly—but his name not 
mentioned, he immediately withdraws 
his “ request.” \ 
The reading of a telegram can enter- 
tain only one listener or one family 
of listeners, while it bores 99,599 oth- 
ers. A hundred telegrams can be 
read in the course of an agen) Age, 
granting that some time has to 
‘voted to music between telegrams. 
Three hundred telegrams, therefore, 
can be read in an average three hour 
evening on the air, and three hundred 
people can be heartily entertained. If 
you knew what it costs 4 radio sta- 
tion to operate for three hours you 
| would surmise that the owners’ could 
entertain these three hundred citizens 
| more lavishly and more economically 
lag they took them all to the theater 
‘for the @ supper after- 
wards.

ARIS.—(/)—French aviators say 

they are tired of having all acct- 

dents blamed on pilots. They say 

it is usually a fault in the air- 
plane that leads to disaster. 


Seldom, however, are they able to 
prove this the case.. Often the pilots 
are killed and usually the machine is 
so damaged as to make it difficult to 
determine if there were a flaw. 

The latest’ protest against poor flying 
equipment is published in the Airship, 
a periodical devoted to flyers’ interests. 
It reviews a campaign by two promi- 
nent Paris newspapers against two big 
aviation firms whose airplanes were 
alleged to be frequently to nianne for 
disasters. 

One aspect of the agitation is with 
reference to supposedly bad treatment 
of the families of aviators killed on 
duty. In one case it was charged the 
airplane firm paid only part of the 
funeral expenses of one of its pilots 
killed testing an overhauled plane.

NE morning last week, one of 
the radio recipe ladies was tell- 
ing newly married housewives 
that, after two weeks of train- 
ing, they should have mother for din- 
ner.

FOR THE life of us, we can’t under- 
stand why some radio stations still 
persist in dedicating numbers to indi- 
vidual listeners and reading names 
and addresses. And if they must flat- 
ter an individual—who is only one toto 


of a good station’s audience—by read- 
ing his name, then why add his place 
of residence. We can appreciate the 
gmall selfish vanity there is in having 
one’s name read aloud over the radio, 
like having one’s self paged in a 
butcher shop, but what kind of human 
Vanity is. it that is tickled by the 
widespread heralding of an address? 
Reading telegrams is a lame sta-

The 18,000 amateur radio* operators, 
most of them mere youths, having 
been deprived of much of their “ play- 
ground in the ether by the recent 
international radio-telegraph treaty, 
have just plucked a “plum” from the 
sparsely supplied baskets of the fed- 
eral radio commission. 

By special order they have had 
opened for their use the band between 
30,000 and 28,000 kilocycles [9.99 and 
10.71 meters}. This complies with the 
provisions’ of the international radio- 
telegraph convention signed at Wash- 
ington last autumn and recently rati- 
fied by the United States senate. It 
adds another amateur radio-telephone 
band to the few left open for amateur

64,000 to 56,000 kilocycles [4.69 to 5.35 
meters]; 3,550 to 3,500 [84.5 to 85.7 
meters}, ahd 2,000 to 1,715 kilocycles 
[150 to 175 meters).

The answer to that is obvious. Men 
tell lies for gain, not for loss, and the 
first preachers of ‘the resurrection 
story lost everything by the telling of 
}it. Every one of Christ’s original dis- 
ciples had the opportunity of return- 
ing to his usual occupation and was 
tempted to do so. There was no indi-. 
cation of any desire on the part of 
the authorities to pursue them. if 
they returned to their ordinary voca- 
tions. They were disillusioned men on 
the third day after the crucifixion. 

Then something happened that 
caused them to turn their backs on 
ease and tranquillity; that led them 
all into exile and ‘some of them into 
imprisonments and shameful death. 
Peter died head down. Paul was be- 
headed. Another was boiled in oil. 
John was exiled most of his life. An- 
drew disappeared from among civil- 
ized men. It was the resurrection 
that filled the Roman arena with 
Christian martyrs. 

Men do not tell lies for such 
reasons. There is an ancient ‘precept 
of philosophy to the effect that every 
effect must not only have a cause but 
an adequate cause. The martyrdoms 
of the early Christians also need 3: 
cause adequate to such tremendous 
sacrifices and sufferings. A lie would 
be s<arcely adequate.
